HE rain was not of the kind which 
drizzles a suggestion of tame sadness;

received. After a conference with the 


French, we decided that something had hap- 
pened to them, so we ordered out a rescue 
party. Both French and American de- 
tectives were sent out in an endeavor to 
pick up information regarding their fate.

_ZONING plan for a city is a 

health measure as well as one for 

stabiliging the values of property. 

The courts and even the Supreme 

court of the United States repeatedly 

have held that the exercise of police 
power to bring about zoning is proper. 

Under soning ordinances which make 
use of the police power the community 
has the most far-reaching rights in say- 
ing what a man may or may not do with 
his real estate and other property not 
only for the time being but for a half 
century to come. | 

This use of power is based upon the 
rights of the people to comfort as well 
es health. In fact, questions of comfort 
run into those of health, and no man 
can satisfactorily separate them, 

Yor instance, If a multitude of twenty 
story buildings on a quarter section of 
ground make it necessary to pack people 
into street cars like sardines in a box, 
the community has a right to prevent 
the building of twenty story buildings in 
order to prevent discomfort to those who 
must use the street cars during the rush 
hours. 


Whenever people are packed into street 
cars like sardines in a box conditions fa- 
vorable to the spread of influenga, colds, 
bronchitis, pnegmonia, an@ diphtheria 
ate created. | | 

Nor is the matter entirely free from 
moral consMerations. Such exceedingly 
close contact between the bodies of males 
and females, as is customary on street 
ears during the rush hours, would cause 
some other institutions to be suppressed 
for the sake of good morals. Certainly 
there are many fatal accidents due to 
overcrowding. The courts are justified in 
sustaining zoning laws because they pro- 
mote comfort, health, morals, safety, 
and, in addition, they stabilize land 
values. 

In arguing for the proposed St. Louis 
zoning plan Dr. G. A. Jordan, assistant 
commissioner of health, spoke gor the 
health department. He said: 


“To maintain good resistance against 

disease many things are essential, the 
most important’ of which are sunlight 
and. pure air. This means largely sun 
bathed air, pure water, pure and whole- 
some food, and quiet and restful sleep. 
The rays of the sun are the most power 
ful and destructive of the disinfectants 
fatal to all forms of germ life. 
“Living and working quarters bathed 
in sunlight are necessarily heathful quar- 
ters, and quarters occupied for either liv- 
ing or working which are not, for at 
least. a portion of the day, exposed to 
sunlight or at least strong daylight can 
not continue to be healthful. 
_“ Disease germs preserve thetr vitality 
for a long time in dark rooms. Nothing 
is so essential to man as pure air. Quiet, 
undisturbed sleep is another essential. 

“ Buildings should be so restricted and 
controlled that in no manner should they 
be allowed to become an obstruction to 
free access of sunlight and strong day- 
light gither In themselves or in build- 
ings or opeh spaces which adjoin them. 
The homes ofr residence districts should 
be assured an atmosphere as pure as 
possible, and to this end such districts 
should not be contaminated by the odors, 
smoke, and du@ of factories. 

Congestion of individuals is a menace 
to health and morais. Congestion fa- 
cilitates the spread of contagion.”

The commission recommended that cer- 
tain districts be set aside for industry, 
others for commercial purposes, and stil! 
others. for residential purposes, and that 
each district be protected in its use. 
They found that the corner grocery in a 
residence neighborhood was a commercial 
fallacy and bad practice. : 
The various recomméndations of the 
commission were embodied in an ordi- 
nance which was passed by the city 
fathers and goes into effect this winter. 
It is not retroactive; property now used 
for a purpose contrary to the law is per- 
mitted to be used in the same way. 

It will take fifty years for St. Louis 
to get all the benefits from the law. But 
no new enterprises will be allowed 
grow up in districts forbidden to them. 

One of the great hazards attendant 
upon owning real estate in a eity is de« 
preciation. Every city has its blighted 
areas. In such areas the lifetime sav- 
Ings of thousands of good eitizens have 
been lost. The really “impelling motive 
behind the rapid growth of zoning plans 
all over the country is to stabilize the 
land values.

Zoning as a comprehensive bettering 
of municipal conditions, both residen-| 
tial and industrial, is a subject which 
seems to be the least understood of 
present day topics.
